As formerly, the mining industry 
was responsible for the greater part of the business 
done, but buying on the part of other trades also 
showed an increase. Demand for pig iroa war re¬ 
ported to be hf Her, and trading in scrap advanced with 
more interest from outside sources. Orders for small 
spot tonnages of steel predominated, but some buymg 
for future delivery, particularly on the part of the au¬ 
tomobile industry, was also apparent. The price in¬ 
dex of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics for iron 
and its products rose from 87 in February to 87.2 
in March, chiefly dtse to higher quotations for foun¬ 
dry pig iron and for scrap iron and steel. No. I 
foundry pig iron tore from *22 to $23 per gross ton 
delivered in Montreal, and from (20.50 to *21.50 
per ton delivered in Toronto. No. 2 foundry, on 
the same basis, advsneed from *22 to *22.50 per 
ton. and from *20 to *21 per ton, respectively. 

The general scale of activity, measured by the 
employment index, in the iron and steel industries as 
a group stood at 70.5 in March last against 59.3 
in March, 1933.

Apart from these considerations, it h only neces¬ 
sary to consider that the projected central bank of 
Canada is supposed to be conducted in strict accord¬ 
ance with the statutory provision! governing its es¬ 
tablishment and operation, to appreciate the absurdity 
of the Premier's contention. Nothing superhuman 
will be required in the successful operation of the 
Canadian central bank: nothing that any sound man 
with good banking ability and experience can not 
supply. What will be needed even more than this 
will be an intimate knowledge of the special economic 
conditions of this country and its people, its business 
life and institutions, sod no outsider can possibly 
possess this in the measure in which it is possessed 
by a resident Canadian banker. 

It is one of Canada's tragic anomalies that there 
should be certain elements in this country who simply 
will not realize that nature in its physical and other 
manifestations has set up problems which demand ex¬ 
clusively local, intensified treatment; which can not 
be solved by extraneous elements and formulae no 
nutter how experienced and successful they may be 
in other countries This implies no conception of in¬ 
feriority elsewhere; it simply means that in dealing 
with Canadian matters, Canadians are superior for 
the purposes of this country to outsiders, in the same 
•ense in which Canadians would be disqualified for 
the successful solution of the problems of other coun¬ 
tries with which they have no intimate knowledge or 
experience. (here are nearly eleven millions of 
people in Canada, who in their standards of living, 
in capacity for achievement, in opportunities for the 
future, are unsurpassed by any other people on earth, 
and who will naturally resent any proposition that 
they have not been able to produce anybody who it 
capable of conducting their—not the government's— 
central bank. Canada's bank if supposed to be a 
Canadian institution to be run in ■ purely business 
—not social—sense for Canadians. And it should 
be run primarily and essentially by Canadians.

CANADA’S IRON AND 8TXEL INDUSTRY 


Three reasons have been cited by spokesmen from 
Scotland Yard why armed gunmen and criminals of 
ths DUlingsr type are unknown in Orest Britain, which 
has gained for Itself an enviable record for scarcity 
of violent crimes The first reason cited is ths dif¬ 
ficulty of criminals In obtaining firearms; tbs second, 
th* heavy penalties imposed on them when they are 
caught carrying weapons; and the third, the small Bias 
of the island, which offers criminals little chance to 
escape. To these reasons should be added the swift¬ 
ness of British Justice and the lack of technicalities, 
which in American criminal procedure operate In the 
favor of th# criminal instead of society. Of t b et fac¬ 
tors that keep Britain free of DUlingere. the only one 
that «x>uld not be made applicable to the United States 
la that of th* alas of the territory. The ©them are 
creations of law and of praettoe aa reflected In th* 
attitude of cl tier ns toward crime and means of pre¬ 
venting crime. An Interesting feature of criminal con¬ 
ditions in Orest Britain la that British polios find It 
unnecessary to carry firearms.

Summons will shortly be Issued 
asking the presence here of the forty- 
six members of the high counoil. who 
will decide who shall be the fourth 
head of the army which was formally 
founded In 1878. The first general 
was the founder himself — William 
Booth. The second was his eon. Bram- 
well Booth. The third was Edward J. 
Higgins, who la voluntarily reslgn- 
irig because of ill health. 

The high council consists of fifteen 
representatives from Oreat Britain, 
the home country of the army; six 
from the United States, five from 
India, two from Australia and one 
each from nineteen other lands. 
THREE BOOTH DELEGATES 

The Booth fagnlly will have three 
delegates, ln addition to Evangeline, 
head of the army in the United States 
and a daughter of founder William 
Booth, there will be two daughters 
of Bram well Booth and. therefore, 
granddaughters of the founder — 
Catherine Bramwell-Bonth. who le 
head of women's social work In Oreat 
Britain, and Mary Booth, who la Ln 
charge of the work ln Denmark. 

For the succession to Oeneral Hig¬ 
gins. four people are being actively 
canvassed: Evangeline Booth. Henry I 
Mapp. Samuel Hurren and David 
Lamb. 

Aa the United States it one of the i 
leading fields of Salvation Army ac¬ 
tivity and aa Evangeline Booth la a 
daughter of the founder, there la a* 
strong sentiment ln favor of her. 
especially aa ahe la sixty-nine. It la 
now or never for her. aa th# army haa 
a rule that nobody la eligible after 
attaining the age of seventy-three. 
STARTED IN LONDON 

Born In England. Evangeline Booth 
haa spent thirty years of her life in 
the United States and la now an 
American citlaen. She started aa a 
captain ln the army In Mary le bone. 
London, when that district was tough 
and when army lassies were often 
subjected to rough treatment by louts 
. whQ rnuitad . army*! York- 
Evangeline Booth showed her daring 
by going all over England to work 
among ruffians ln peril-fraught 
neighborhoods. 

Her candidacy will not have smooth 
sailing.

was a revolt against the leadership of 
her brother, Bram well ^octh. who 
was charged with nepotism and a 
desire to name hla successor.

1929. when the 
high council finally declared Bram- 
well Booth to be unfit for service on 
account at the state of hla health. It 
removed him from hla post and 
elected Edward Higgins, who for ten 
years had been chief of staff. Brain- 
well Booth died a few months later. 
CANDIDATES FOB OfFICB 

Of the probable candidates against 
Evangeline Booth. Henry Mapp la 
highly favored Born ln Bombay, la la 
the present chief of stetf. A third 
candidate la Comm listener David 
Lamb, burn ln Scotland; be gave up 
hla business aa chemist to enter the 
army, and now la the head of the 
intelligence office. The fourth name 
canvassed la that of Samuel Hurren. 
who once boseed the army's treasury 
add IB now In charge bf ibe William 
Booth Memorial Training College in 
London, which turns out about 400 
army offloera each year.

PRESENT SYSTEM UNFAIR 

I see no sense at all tn the present 
New York rules for scoring points 
round by round, as If each round was 
a separate and complete contest. It 
cut# out the mast Interesting part 
of boxing, which la the generalship 
and judgment displayed by the boxer. 
A boxer who plans hi* fight to gradu¬ 
ally wear hla man down and then win 
decisively In the closing rounds may 
lose b e ta u rn hr fatts 89 score a' 
knock-out. even If hla opponent la 
completely outclassed and beqgen A 
boxer may win by scoring a very 
•light adrsnUge in each at eight 
rounds, even though he is completely 
ou tcl a s s e d and battered around the 
ring through the other seven. 

Queer decisions In New York fights 
are common, but ao axe they common 
In many other places. The two judges 
and a referee rule la a joke. It sounds 
good, but that’s all. The old way of 
having all championship contests 
refereed by men known to be both 
square and smart to all the tricks of 
the ring was much bettor. * 

Take for Instance the ridiculous 
situation at the end of the recent 
McLarnln-Roes championship fight. 
It was a very even contest. All the 
way there had been no great advant¬ 
age at any moment, on either side. 
Round after rouhd the three-minute 
intervals of fighting showed, only very 
slight leads by either man. Bitting 
at the edge of the ring, when the 
fourteenth round ended I said to 
myself, without checking up the 
round by roftn* stuff In my notes: 
“This Is so close the last round wUl 
decide. If McLarnln doesn’t get that 
right over now he'll lose hla title.** 

And McLarnln had shown eigne of 
tiring in the round before. He fought 
hla hardest in that last round, but be 
had evidently shot hla bolt and could 
do no more. Rom was still fresh and 
he definitely Increased Me slight lead. 
There was no doubt Rom won. al¬ 
though with very little to spare. 

And In a few moments we beard* 
the official msult One Judge had 
given Rom one round and scored most 
of the rest to MfLamin The other, 
curiously coinciding exactly with the 
referee, had given McLarnln only one 
round. Each sum ting up was absurd. 
You’d think neither judges nor 
referee had ever seen a fight before. 
Or that they were .blind or quaerly 
prejudiced. Vet one judge has man¬ 
aged several great world champions, 
handled them in their fights,. and 
certainly knows the game, and the 
referee has had plenty at experience. 

The good old way of having one 
referee to give the decision, and hold¬ 
ing him strictly responsible for the 
result te much better. Give one man 
the responsibility, and keep him If 
he shows a high average of good Judg-

Warm Spell Will Bring 
Rapid Growth, Says C.N.R. 
Crop Report 


Winnipeg, Man.. June 22.—Cool, 
cloudy weather with rains has greatly 
Improved crop prospects In all west¬ 
ern frain growing areas. Growth 
above ground has been slow, but a«l 
crops are rooting strongly and with 
the advent of a warm spell, stooling 
win be rapid and profuse. Cloud¬ 
iness and rains have kept grasshop¬ 
per* In check, but the effectiveness 
at poison bait control methods will 
be obsolete within the next day or 
two, as hoppers are beginning to ta‘:s 
flight and the real damage from this 
spring's hatch will he seen from nov* 
onward, according to the weekly cri p 
repor t of the agricultural department 
Canadian National Railways. 

J'anltoba crops are showing a de¬ 
cided improvement even in the 
drought ravaged south west corner. 
All crape in central areas are making 
satisfactory progress. The wheat stand 
la from eight to ten inches, with 
ooarse grains from four to five 
Inches in height. In South Saskatche¬ 
wan. several good shower* have as¬ 
sisted in showing crop Improvement, 
but many fields are still poor, and 
will remain so. due to early damage 
by soil drifting and drought. Grass¬ 
hoppers are active, in Central Sas¬ 
katchewan. cool, doudv weather. r***h 
considerable heavy rain, baa pre¬ 
vailed. and crape have made wonusr- 
ful progress.

are usually known as the "working classes” 
are continually brought before us 

What we do not hear about are the trials at 

people who hav« lost their Jobe as a result of the 
crisis. 

They ara proud and brave. 

They try to hid* their plight from everyone— 
from their friends, their relative?, and even from 
their ow.n children. 

When unemployment comes, many of them 
move their homes as quickly as possible so that 
their difficulties shall not be known to people 
who were their associates in times of prosperity 

CLOTHES WORN THREAD-BARE 

These “blaCk-coated” unemployed have been 
the subject of an Inquiry by a group of British 
Liberal women. 

This group has now published a report, and 
this Is what they say about the workless among 
the professional businesspeople: 

“They are a reticent class, among whom ap¬ 
pearances srs perhaps overvalued, and thus are 
terrified to let their plight become visible.’* 

Husband and wife are liable to become irritable 
with each other under the strain. “The children 
are the ls*tfc$o suffer, but eventually the observant 
schoolmaster begins to notic* the cessation of 
subscriptions to school activities, the clothes worn 
threadbare, and the coming of the characteristic 
llztlessness and apathy, always a specific symptom 
of trouble at home. 

Changes of condition m this class srs more 
abrupt and violent than in the Insured trades, 
where the children retain at least the same home, 
school and playfellows " 

TOO OLD, AT TWENTY-SEVEN 

The report recommends that In order to pre¬ 
vent hardship among th* middle claeass. unem¬ 
ployment insurance should be extended to people 
earning up to £600 a year. 

One pathetic example Is given of an unem¬ 
ployed father who "would leave the house with 
his suites** before the children want to school, 
returning after they were gone by the back way 
to do the housework, creeping out unseen before 
the evening to return, ostensibly, from the station 
at night, in order that no one. including the chil¬ 
dren should know that this work was done by the 
master of the house.” 

Then there are the unemployed women: “Every 
register and bureau has lists of experienced, 
middle-aged secretaries and teachers. Th* phrase 
’too old ai twenty-seven’ 1* becoming current 
among shorthand typist*. 

“Amalgamations tend to mean recruitment of 
the young, low paid and docile, and dismissals of 
the seniors In more responsible positions. Borne 
are taking to domestic work."

C ANADIAN business on the whole has 
been rising from depression it sbont 
the same pace aa it fall in the last stages 
of the decline, according to a survey of 
A. E. Ames and Company Limited. 

* The estimated level of business for 
May, 1934 —fifteen months after the low¬ 
est point in February, 1933 — is approzi- 
mately the same aa io November, 1931— 
fifteen months before the lowest point 
was reached. 

This revival was particularly rapid from April 
to August. 1833, and. although no oomplet* long¬ 
term statistical records of Canadian business are 
available, it is possible tha 4 Canada has paralleled 
the experience of the United States. In that 
country the summer recovery of 1033 was the 
most rapid ever achieved, according to the record 
of the Cleveland Trust Company covering 160 
years of monthly buslnaes statistics. 

Th* depression from 1020 to 1033 was undoubt¬ 
edly th* most far-reaching and th* most severe la 
modern economic history and aa the accompany¬ 
ing chart shows so well, there was no convincing 
recovery at any time between Jat* 1020 and early 
1033. Ths false recovery in 1030, the Hoover mora¬ 
torium in 1031. and the Lausann* Conference In 
1032 signalized merely brief Interruptions In th* 
trend of liquidation—a trend characterized by a 
series of downward stops representing short peri¬ 
ods of stability between the sharp declines. Re¬ 
covery from depression usually reverses this pro¬ 
cess with sharp upward increases and occasional 
atabUlty or minor declines which at th* time, it 
should be noted, are frequently regarded with 
eom* apprehension. Buslnaes recovery to prosper¬ 
ity l«v*U is seldom uninterrupted and tha revival 
in Canada to date has been of this type. 

Th* advance from the low levels of 1033 has 
been mors rapid and mot pronounced than in 
the poet-war r ec o very but. allowing or the growth 
in the scale of business operations, ere are not 
proportionately higher than th* lowest levels 
reached in 1021.

R ECOVERY from depression seldom procee d* 
without interruptions and It never affects 
all buatnta* to th* same extent All types of busi¬ 
ness and all sections of th* country do not ad¬ 
vance at th* same pace. In Canada the heavy 
or durable good* industries, such aa building con¬ 
struction. automobile production and tb* Iron and 
steel Industrie* suffered the greatest curtailment

His Thinking Is Basic to 
Undermining of Old-time 
Economics 

By LIONEL BACKLER 

r IORSTEIN VEBLEN was essentially critical and 
ironical. He did not caU himself a Marxist or 
a working class apostle, and hs wasn’t a Mus¬ 
covite. In fact, he was a bourgeois intellectual 
and even a professor, though an unorthodox on*. 
Yet h« did more than any other single man to 
undermine the foundations of classical (capitalist) 
economics, with its postulates of private property, 
laiaeee fair* ar • free competition. He w*e an 
American of Scandinavian parentage and he did 
hla best work from about 1000 to 1090. Most of 
our leaders ban probably never heard of him. 
and that wouldn't matter so much if they had 
any notion of the subtle significance of tome of 
the Idee* he threw out. Veblen dealt primarily 
with economists, but he had the aoiil of a (cubist?) 
poet. 

These notes ar* the result of a crude acquain¬ 
tance erith Veblen. But It is hoped they will at 
least show ala trend of thought. • specially at a 
Ume /ben so many conservative radicals and 
radical conservatives are playing about with na¬ 
tional planning, nationalisation of banka, utilities, 
armaments, natural resources, etc. 

I ' * ' * _ 

V EBLEN (one must always be ready to discount hla 
Irony) said private property originated through 
the activities of two classes. \he priestly and th* 
military. It tpue came to be in two ways— 
through fraud and force. “In the sequence of cul¬ 
tural evolution the emergence of a leisure class 
coincides with ths osginnlng of ownership.” In 
tbs more developed Industrial countries, hs argues, 
the stniggle for subsistence yields to ths struggle 
for pecuniary emulation, which proceeds according 
to it* own laws: the laws of “invidious compari¬ 
son.” “conspicuous leisure." "conspicuous con¬ 
sumption” and "conspicuous waste” Veblen 
analyses zt great length ths “pecuniary standards 
of living”; he finds that ‘with ths exception of 
ths Instinct of self-preservation, tbs propensity 
for emulation is probably ths st r ongest and most 
alert and persistent of the economic motives 
proper.”

in production while mineral production and con¬ 
sumers’ goods Industries, such as the footwear, 
•ugar and tobacco Industrie*, suffered least from 
a production standpoint. Largely because the 
heavy goods industry eras so severely depressed,

In summary then it can be said that the pace 
Of recovery in Canada has been unusually rapid 
but that It has been uneven and subject to inter- 


r S PATTERN of Canadian progress to date 
suggests that th* recovery la definite and not 
merely an interruption in the down trend. Unlike 
the primary post-war depression of 1920-22. which 
represented in the main th* readjustment of busi¬ 
ness to an alteration in markets and commodity 
prices, the secondary poet-war depression eras 
characterised by the steady attrition of prices and 
production and by world-wide impairment of fi¬ 
nancial confidence. The resulting disorganization 
of security prices, foreign exchange values and 
lending operations intensified what at first ap¬ 
peared to be nothing more than s normal busi¬ 
ness relapse from the over-enthusiasm and over- 
extension In 1933 and 1029. 

With s revival of financial confidence in the 
background, industry has been able to enlarge 
output to meet a consumer demand which was 
stagnant aa long aa confidence was absent. Pent-* 
up demand for many things has created a sub¬ 
stantial potential market for th* products of 
Industry but this market will be activated only as 
confidence and purchasing power grow. For In¬ 
stance. In tb* automobile Industry, according to 
an estimate of th* Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics, 48.800 passenger cars and trucks were re¬ 
placed in 1833. and 43.216 In 1032: yet if worn- 
down ears had been replaced in normal number* 
la these years approximately 86.000 cars would 
have been required in 1932. and 83.000 in 1983. 

These figures ar* typical of the condition at 
under-consumption prevailing in the building 
construction, the iron and steel Industry, the 
equipment industries and many others In a 
large sense business recovery consists mainly of a 
revival In productive acti vi t y designed to meet 
an effective consuming demand, arising for re¬ 
placement of obsolete good* and the restoration 
of demand for new product*. The improvement 
to date in Canadian business baa been substantial 
and la partly due e revival of financial con¬ 
fidence and partly to the demands of consumers 
whose want* cannot be permanently deferred.

B UT THIS modern age la apart from all others. 

It is the age of the machine, and the machine 
is “inordinately productive” and la also un¬ 
moral. unpatriotic, undercut and matter-of-fact. 
It has therefore brought about a "dualism' (cul¬ 
tural. etc.) between “industry” and “business” 
Th* business man—hi* c novations a hangover 
from the predatory ages before the machine—has. 
in order to erring out a personal profit from pro¬ 
duction. to engage in th# “salutary use of sabot¬ 
age” and the "Conscientious withdrawal of effi¬ 
ciency." In other words, the machines can’t be 
allowed to run at full blast and standards of living 
suffer. 

Machine ’echnology—“Industry"—will sooner 
or later have to wipe out this contradiction, re¬ 
moving. among other things, such obsolete factors 
aa the present legal position of ownership and the 
psychology of the business man. By "Industry” 
Veblen means all those engaged in production- 
engineers. technicians, scientists, workers; by 
“business." thoas interested in property and profit 
—banka, investors, advertisers. 

r f THE elimination of the present “dualism." 

all those motivated by the “pecuniary canons 
of taste" which grew out of the predatory era. 
will also have their ways modified. "For the pur¬ 
pose in hand it will be sufficient to say that 
gentle blood Is blood which baa been ennobled by 
protracted contact erith accumulated wealth or 
unbroken privilege."—“The institution (of a 
leisure class) Acta to lower the Industrial effi¬ 
ciency of ths community and retard the adapta¬ 
tion of human nature to the exigencies of modern 
industrial life.”—“The canons of decent life ar* 
an elaboration of the principle of invidious com¬ 
parison. and they accordingly act consistently to 
inhibit all non-lnvidlous effort and to Inculcate 
the self-regarding attitude ” 

• • • • 

ANI CAN sense the direction Veblen's thought 
la traveling. In short, he stressed a decade 
ago what many of our post-depression reformers 
don’t even seem to be aware of yet. A writer on 
economic systems, he foreshadowed the mental 
and cultural consequences of machine age adapta¬ 
tions without ethlcialng about It or saying he 
looks forward to It or offering advice relative to 
it. This Is why be la stll] interesting, while How¬ 
ard Scott, Chief Technocrat, who has studied 
Vsblsn's “The Engineers and the Price System. ’ 
la in one of his aspects Just an engineer-philis¬ 
tine who apparently thinks all you have to do Is 
shuffle around a few machines, and then every¬ 
one erlll break out into** loud hallelujah. 

But. as a professor has said of Veblen: “What 
can one say to the views that business is primarily 
sabotage: that national establishments are solely 
for protecting property rights; that religion Is Im¬ 
portant chiefly as obstructing production; that 
consumption la almost entirely based on invidious 
display?" 

Well, w^st can one say? One can at least say 
that at tubes Veblen’a Irony la as broad and as 
high as the cosmos: that in contact with It. vio¬

Its Study Fills Vacant 
Corner of the Brain

r pHI DWELLERS In Victoria. If-questioned aa to 
A the reasons for their choice of a home here, 
could reply by citing a long array of Its advan¬ 
tages. To some its equable climate appeal*, to 
others tha beauty of its surroundings. Its peace 
and quiet. Its healthiness. Its absence of excite¬ 
ment and Its atmosphere of leisure. 

Those who search a little further will dwell on 
Its poize and refinement; for no city abounding 
in lavishly tendrtl garden* for beauty’s sake can 
possibly be lacking In culture. Oardenlng for 
beauty's sake and the satisfaction of the soul 
Is chiefly s British trait. Witness the astonish¬ 
ment of Voltaire ta the eighteenth century that 
“in England the garden was often finer than the 
house.” With the desire for culture come the 
means of attaining It, and there are few cities of 
equal size so well provided with societies where 
members meet and exchange views and informa¬ 
tion on some specific subject and are occasionally 
honored by visits from wandering experts. 

Among these associations U one which la per¬ 
haps better equipped and better situated for it* 
purpose ths* any tther. but which atlU occupies 
but a modest position in nun.beta and standing, 
the local centre of the Royal Astronomical Society 
of Canada. It will be recalled that when the 
federal government was persuaded to construct an 
astrophysics! observatory erith s telescope, then 
the most powerful In th* world, a search was 
Instituted for th* alt* moat favored climatically 
by nature for the purpose. Th* division was for 
Victoria in view of Its equable temperature. Its 
moderate rainfall and generally clear sky. A 
society whoa* object la the study of astronomy 
could hardly be better placed than at ao short a 
distance from the spot where expert knowledge 
has her chosen seat. 

Nor la this all. A member of the observatory 
staff is ge n e r ous with hla- gifts of learning and 
sympathetic to amateur effort. Like Chaucer's 
Poor Parson. “Gladly would ha learn and gladly 
teach.” Each and all they ar* unwearied in 
supplying Information, in correcting error snd in 
guiding infirm feet In the true path Every year 
th* centre la privileged to hear on# or mme of 
them imparting tb* latest theories or dleooeerles 
wrested from remotest apace; and each address 
couched in simple language, enriches the mind 
with a truer conception of the miraculous uni¬ 
verse. of which our srhol* system la but the tiniest 
fraction, and or the stupendous powers by which 
It is animated. *

M ANY will a*j. “I should like to know some¬ 
thing about astronomy, but 1 am no mathe¬ 
matician. have no special knowledge snd fear X 
should not understand th* subject " Let him re¬ 
assure himself! All addresses, whether by profes¬ 
sional or amateur, are delivered in the simplest 
speech, encouragement Is given to questions; even 
the most elementary discussion at the close gives 
opportunity for further enlightenment. As a 
school for initiation of beginners the centre can 
hardly be surpassed In addition, a useful library 
of astronomical books Is provided for members. 
During the summer months the centra varies its 
activities- by bolding a aeries of ' Evenings With 
the qt*rs." which are specially arranged for those 
.who, srhlls dealring to learn the simple facte that 
astronomy reveals, have neither the time nor the 
inclination to delve deeply In the science. On 
each of such evenings, following a short, simple, 
non-mathematical talk on some astronomical sub¬ 
ject. the story of on* of the conspicuous con¬ 
stellations la told. Jta principal stars pointed out 
and interesting facta about them related in non¬ 
technical language. The evenings end erith ob¬ 
servation of the moon, a planet, some double star 
or other Interesting object through a telescope. 
The programme for the ensuing summer course 
wilt be published In these columns in tha imme¬ 
diate future for th* benefit of those who would 
like to avail themselves of the opportunity of 
attending the same. 

Uniter the guidance of on* of nur younger 
members, some are grinding mirrors for their own 
telescopes. Galileo htmseir could do no more; 
snd the veriest tyro, resting on the accumulated 
knowledge of 300 years, is infinitely in advance at 
th* great Florentine.

A FAIR question to be asked Is "Suppose I gained 
some acquaintance with the heavenly bodies, 
bow much better off should I be?” The answer la. 
a vacant corner of the brain la filled Instead of 
being empty, snd every acquisition of knowledge 
renders the mind more receptive; to stare with 
uncomprehending eyes at the vast pageant of the 
heavens la childish, to desire no L .» argues in¬ 
sensibility: high faculties have been given us to 
study the Unknown— 

“To follovF knowledge like a sinking star 
Beyond the utmost bound at human though?." 

In no way can those powers be better employed 
than in revealing, sometime* with infinite pain* 
the scanty fragments vouchsafed to us of the 
Jealously-guarded secrets of nature in the hope 
that some day man will by learning them become 
more raRer of hla destiny Nona can hope, with¬ 
out tha devotion of a lifetime, to obtain the rank 
of a master of astronomy, but all can acquire 
enough knowledge to folios Intelligently the pro¬ 
nouncements of a leader, and to feel a response 
in their minds where, without It. there would be a 
blank in comprehension. 


1,600,000 Scots Live 
Under Shocking 
Conditions

OLABOOW. Scotland. 

N OWADAYS nobody disagrees with the slogan 
"The Slums Must Oo" in relation to “houe- 
«*• The domtnaftng rector » the National < 
Government's policy la, of course. "Slum Cleav- 
ance.“ but there are a good many people who 
contend that even the latest pronouncement of 
the government in regard to "Housing" and "Slum 
Clearances" falls far abort of what la needed, and 
the following bears out this contention: 

One-fifth of the total population of Scotland 
is unhygtenlcally overcrowded. 276.000 persona 
dangerously overcrowded and 426.000 seriously ao. 

O. W. Clark, M C.. BBc . gave tha following 
estimate before the Scottish National Housing and 
Town Planning Committee in Edinburgh tha otpar 
day: 1.600,000 persons in Scotland were living In 
overcrowded condition* in 1331. He "disagreed 
with the finding of the Scottish Departmental 
Committee on Housing that there are many areas 
In which permission to erect a greater percentage 
of two-apartment Houses might be granted.’’ With 
420.000 houAee of two rooms already in existence, 
every two-room house built eras an admission of a 
national Inferiority complex. 

Reconditioning of two-room houses in the large 
majority of caeea could be modernized Into three 
or four-room houses, but tha only benefit to be 
derived from that procedure would b# to reduce 
the high street densities which existed In con¬ 
gested. built-up areas. Such reconditioning would— 
do little to prevent an area from degenerating 
into a alum area. Th* close (entrance) and stair¬ 
way would atm remain the children's play area 
on wet days and the street corners the extra room 
for the dwellers in our undersized houses Amal¬ 
gamation of the two-room houses would definitely 


S IR W. E WHYTE'S statement that aa a general 
basis a condition of overcrowding should be 
recognised wbefe any dwelling houses contained 
morq than two adult persona ta *.XQom^and that 
definite action should be taken to deal with all 
overcrowding, no matter where It exists, eras' 
warmly received and ha s met edth favorable 
comment in all quarter*. > 

The following four polnta were submitted by 
Sir W. E. Whyte as worthy of consideration and 
whole-heartedly approved by all Interested in tb* 
health of the nation: 

Flrat^—That aa a general rule or baste, a eon- • 
dltlon of overcrowding should be recognised when 
any dwelling-house contained more than two 
adult persons to a room and that definite action 
should be taken to deal with all overcrowding, 
no matter where It existed. 

Second—That In supplement to tha houses re¬ 
quired to replace unfit house* tha immediate 
need of the country la the provision of an ade¬ 
quate number of suitable working class dwellings, 
to be let at rentals within the means of the low- 
wage earners. 

Third—That a family Income teat should be 
applied to all applicants for houses so provided. 

Fourth—That the unit grant at present ap¬ 
plicable In connection with such alum clearance 
schemes should be extended to Include houses 
provided tor all srorklng class families living under 
overcrowded conditions and that tha distinction 
aa regards slum clearance houses should be swept 
away. 

• • • • 

r l ENGLAND the average normal worker aimed 
at acquiring a houa* containing a minimum of 
four room*, thus ensuring a living room which 
has not at the same time to serve aa a bedroom, 
and also ensuring separate bedrooms for the boys 
and girls of hla family. 

In Scotland the worker had to be oontent with 
a house of two rooms, ths low-wage earner having 
In many cases to be content with a house of one 
room. 

In England a five years' campaign could master 
the residual evils which persisted In Its housing 
conditions. In Scotland they must plan for a 
steady, normal housing policy, which aimed at 
attaining to th# desired goal over a period of 
twenty years. 

Twenty year# la a long ume to wait for At¬ 
tainment to a moderate and non-Idealistic objec¬ 
tive. but when it Is considered it was raising the 
whole stsndsrd of the nation’s housing condi¬ 
tions. it would be realized that national history 
would b* made and history is best made where 
made by normal and iteady effort.

CArmy Worm, Hoppers 
and Drouth Cut Crops; 
Rain Too Late

WINNIP EG.- 

T HE WORLD MARKET reflects a changed crop 
outlook to that of a year ago. and present con¬ 
ditions fully Justify advances that have so far 
occurred and I do not consider that these condi¬ 
tions are by any means discounted. 

The utter.Jices of Broomhail on European 
probabilities of production ar* worth does study, 
for they reveal to those who are familiar with his 
handling of newr more than he says. 

The summary of the cereal and fodder situa¬ 
tion in the United 8t*tes discloses an extremely 
bullish outlook In that country, fully confirmed 
by first reports of harvest operations in the hard 
wheat state 1 *. 

8o much for tg>* outside. Now cpmlQg to 
Western Canada. Before the coming of rain be¬ 
ginning last week, our crop was In an extremely 
critical condition. It had made progress in tha 
period of extreme heat, but it waa progress to¬ 
wards destruction. The beat forced all early-sown 
wheat to premature maturity. To-day It la in 
the shot blade six ineben high, and fields in 
Central Manitoba ara actually headed out. All 
at this stuff will yield but Insignificant returns. 

The prospects of later sown fields that has* 
only Just germinated la better. But they are 
three weeks late of an average start. Also the 
rains that have fallen have Just relieved, but by 
no means eured, a moisture situation that has 
been growing steadily wore, since 1020 

8om# districts have had good rains; others 
have had but little. 

I can esc no prospect of other than a small 
crop in Western Canada, even with Ideal weather 
from now on. The weather, however Important, 
la not the only factor that has to be reckoned 
with, insect peats are more numerous and likely 
to be more destructive than in any year In the 
history of Western Canada Grasshoppers in 
menacing swarms over a vest territory, cut worms 
and wire worms have don? extensive damage tn 
scattered localities, and the moth of the army 
worm baa appeared tn large numbers in alt three 
pro vlncea. 

The statistical situation is slowly but definitely 
improving.

Dr. Langmuir, as honorary chancellor at the 138th annual 
commencement ciercises of Union, delivered the principal ad¬ 
dress, ‘‘Science as a Guide in Life.”

Bituminous Sand Deposits 

Potential Petroleum Source 


TH* BITUWNOV8 sand deposit* of 
1 northern Alberta should be re¬ 
garded as an important potential 
source of petroleum products, state* 
a recently-published report by. thr 
federal Department of Mines covering 
its investigation of mineral resources 
and the mining industry in 1932 
When the time is ripe for large scale 
development of the deposits, the de¬ 
partment will have already done 
much of the spade work, more par¬ 
ticularly in reap to the technical 
problems Involved. 

Field and laboratory Investigation 
by the department carried on over a 
period of several year* have revealed 
h wealth of interesting and valuable 


information both aa to the poten¬ 
tialities of the deposits and aa to the 
problems that may arias in connec¬ 
tion With their commercial develop- 
“•nt. It la definitely known that the 
area underlain by bituminous «*nd is 
noi lam t h an 1.900 square miles. »»mi 
I* probably much greater.
